ed extracts of a report from Mr. Welsh, of
Philadelphia, a distinguished layman of
the Protestant Eplscapal church, giving
the happy result of his observations in the
Indian Agencies.

The following from Judge Jones, who
has recently the visted Chippowa Indians,
will bo read with gratification by all who
take an interest In the moral and social
condition of the Indian tribes, and in tho
success of tho wise and just policy of Gen.
Grant. The lettter is addressed to Secre-
tary Delano and says :

Minneapolis, August 2S, 1872.
Mr Dear Sm: "Vq havo Just returned from

"White Earth, where, with Bishop Haven, of
tho Methodist Church, President Farchild, of
Obcrlin, rind two other clergymen, wo spent
threo or four days. On Sunday wo saw tho In-

dians at church, tho preacher Mr. Johnson, a
Chippewa, officiating, with a select-

ed episcopal service- and a sermon, all in Chip-
pewa We woro called upon to say a few words
to theso wards of tho nation. I never was moro
interested was. in fact, so overwhelmed! with
cratitudo to God for tho great work he was do- -
incr through the President and your Depart
mcnt for theso poor children of the wilderness
that I could scarcely speak1 To see their re
spectful attention, to hear thorn repeating tho
pravrs tnoy had memorized to our common
father, was cnoucht to soften tho heart and
convince tho judgment of tho most hardened
opponent of your policy. Bishop Hnvcn,

wo got to Whito Earth, although a support
cr of this policy, had creat doubt3 of its sue'
cess, but ho camo away, as wo all did, full of
hopo and, I may add, gratitudo to God and to
tho President and thoso whom ho has selected
to aid him in this work for tho great things that
.iire being done. -

A CONTRAST.

It is within tho memory of every one
liow tho whilom slave lords of the South,
when they found they were hopelessly
whipped, and the Southern Confederacy
had collapsed, to avoid Yankeo domina
tion, lied the country .and sought refuge in
England, in Mexico, Brazil, &c. It was a
torry day for them, aa was proven by sub
sequent events, and a few months absence
iriade them yearn to live again under tho
flag'they had attempted to dishonor. How
ever much Union inen may have detested
the spirit that led them, into such a huge
mistake, no onecould ofl'er them an insult
in their disheartened condition. After
they had arrived in South America
and were suffering the pangs of
extreme poverty, some of them were sicl
to return, when President Grant, with
magnanimity for which he has always
been noted, gave orders for government
vessels to bringthem back to tho land for
which they sighed, free of charge. Mark
the-contra- between his conduct and that
of Horace Greeley. Mr. Greeley grew
merry over this rebel hegira. In April
ibtj, urantsaid to i..ec : ".Let your men
keep their horses, they will need them to
till their fields." Six mouths after, "wheu
lhe grass had withered on a hundred thou
sand Southern graves," Mr. Greeley
laughed at the calamities of rebels who sur
vived tho strife. October 20, 180-3- , tho
Tribune said :

Here then, by careful and conscientious com
putation, we sco that no fine old Southern gen
llcinan can venture into a civilized, nigger-wa- l
loping community liko Brazil, without taking
with him at least 2,0150 pounds, three and a half
ounces of baggage. As well ask tho Chinaman
to livo without rice, or the Englishman without
roast bcof, as tho Southerner to livo without his
corn whisky, his spurs, and his Virginia plu
tobacco.

THE PKNITENTIARY LEASE.

Ncnnlor OIIiooii'h Jlciily to CJovornor
It row n.

Jacksiioho', Tf.nn., Sept. 20, 1872.
Editors CmtoNicr.K : I havo just been

shown a copy of the Nashville Union and
Imcrican containing a report of Gov.

Brown's speech at Lebanon, wherein His
Excellency does mo tho honor to refer to
my late Knoxville speech.

The Governor makes threo assertions in
Ills speech :

1st. Governor Brown pronounces my
charges" "false In every particular."
2d. Governor Brown reads a note from

Thos. O'Connor, who says "Mr. Gibson
said to me that ho believed that the lease
of the penitentiary was the very best thing
lortno estate: ami tnnt ii ii requires jus
vote to pass the bill ho would vote for It :

but inasmuch as he believed thobill would
certainly pass on its own merits, ho would
simply vote against it, but would make no
speech or do anything against It. Ho gave
as jus reason mat it would aiiect jum lo
cally, as he had some constituents that
were miners."

3d. Governor Brown says I have "tho
otTrontcry to charge him and members of
tno legislature witn Becretiy sacriucing
tho best Interests or the fctate."

Now for the facts in reply to the Gov
ernor.

My first cnarnc is that "tills lease was
made with the utmost secrecy."

ltcau me proot. l was n memuer oi uio
Senate Penitentiary Committee. Tho pro
priety or maKinir tins leaso was never com
muulcated to me, or, as I have reason to
ueueve, to any ottier member oi said com
mlttee except Mr. Warren, the Chairman
Mr. Warren Informed the committee that
"something important was up which tho
Governor would communicate to tho Sen-
ate in a fow days." Mr. Warren Intimated
mat tne uovcrnor Old not wisli it Known
and the balance of the committee were left
to guess what it was, and never did know
until me lease was sinnca. ana tvitncssca,
The lease was witnessed bv Mr. Warner,
chairman of the Senate Committee on the
Penitentiary, and by J. 15. Heiskell , the
Attorney General. And the Governor in
his message on the Penitentiary matters
says: "That ho conferred freely with the
Chairmen ot mo committees anu regarueu
themasielicctlmrtho win or tlielr respec
tive Committees, as well as tho desire of
the two Houses." So you will sec that tho
Governor by his own words shows that ho
"regarded" these two Chairmen as equal
tome "two nouses" oi me ijemsiature

Again: Tho publication of tho lease took
every body, outside of the Governor's ring,
with surprise: and tho public at large
knew nothincr about it. until the leaso had
been signed. It was openly charged in
theXashvillo JJanncr at the time tho lease
was first mado'kfiowilT'that "as tho lease of
tne t'enitcntiarvhas been made so private
ly, and an effort is being made to hurry its
ratincation mrougn mo .Legislature, w
would respectfully request those who an
posted to iniorm us way so mucn privacy
Whv so much haste to ratify the contract
Why not invite other proposals? Who
constitutes the rimr ? Who are the back
ers ? Has any bonds been paid or to be
paid, to any person or persons, for their in
lluence?

Gov. Brown novel notified tho public
mat mo jemtentiary was to be leased, and
that bids would be received. If he did, it
wouiu nave been mucn moro eiiectivc to
have read the advertisement out of some
newspaper, than to havo pronounced my
"charge" "false in every particular." It
is one thing to deny, but quite another
thing to disprove. And I here and how
call on truthful men throughout the state
to say if they knew anything about the
Governor desiring to lease the Penitentiary
until after tho lease had been made. If
Gov. Brown will submit this question to
his audiences it is all I will ask. Besides
tho foregoing proof that the leaso was se-

cretly made. I will refer tho Governor to
tho protest of Messrs. Speers. Eckle, Sam
sell, Padgett, Nowlln and Bean, three
Democrats aud three Republicans, ou the
House journal, .ist. liecauso mere was no
notico given to tho public."

And yet in the face of all this, John C.
Brown denies that the leaso was secretly
made, aud says tho charge is "false- in
every particular." My second charge Is
that "when the leaso for $30,000 gross was
finally presented to the Legislature, it was
rushed through in most unseemly haste,
although other solvent parties ollered $10,-00- 0

more."
Now for the 'proof. The loaso was sent

to tho Senato on Monday, Nov. 20th, and
referred to the Penitentiary Committee.
On Tuesday, Nov. 21st, the majority of the
Committee reported tho leaso for ratifica-
tion. (I presented a minority report, found
below.) On the same Tuesday a resolution
to ratify was introduced by Mr. Warren.
Tho Senate Rules required that this reso-
lution should He on the table ono day be-
fore being acted on. This rulo was at onco
suspended, and tho resolution adopted,
Gibson, Porter and Tolley voting no. Mr.
Toliey moved to postpone the matter, this
motion was summarily laid on the table.
Another Senate Rulo required tho resolu-
tion to bo retained in tho Senate during
two days of actual session to give Senators
a chanco to reconsider. But the Senate or-
dered "that the resolution bo immediately
transmitted to the House,"' which was
done. On Monday, the very day tho lease
was sent to the Senate, Mr. Enloe, tho
Housq Chairman, introduced a resolution
into tho House to ratify tho lease. The
rules of tho House were suspended and the
resolution referred iustuntor. And this
was beforo tho lease had been sent to tho
House, thus showing concert of action be-

tween the two Chairmen,;whom the Gov-
ernor "regarded" as the two Houses. On
Wednesday morning, Nov. 22d, tho House
Chalrmau, Mr. Enloe, reported In favor of
ratifying the lease for $30,000, "as tho best
proposition tltat could bo obtained under
the circumstances," meaning, I suppose,
"under tho circumstances" of its being
secretly done. Mr. Vaughn, the member
from Davidson county, theji aud there

'presented a bid from Messrs. Ncwsom,
lorton fc Co.. of Nashvl le. nronoslnc to
ease thoPeiiltfintinrvnti tlio khitii fprniw hh

Messrs. O'Connor & 'Looney, nt $40,000 per
annum 1" Hero was an advanced bid.
Other advanced bids were snoken of.
Nashville and the House wero excited over
tho matter. There was a chanco of defeat
ing tho lease. Tho Governor comes to tho
rescue of his favorites, with a message, say-
ing, "I heartily approvo the contract.
The Inspectors consulted mo about tho
contract aud JC advised it. I hope

ou may sanction the action of
the inspectors." This argument In
favor of the leaso was not sent to the
Senate. The Governor had not thought It
necessary there. But now tho leaso had
become known, and tho Houso was not
disposed to ratify it, especially wheu one
of its own members presents an advanced
bid of ten thousand dollars. So the Gov
ernor comes forward in defense of the leaso
and Informs "tho members from tho coun
try" that "John C. Brown, Governor,
heartily approves the contract." This was
enouiih. Mr. Snears' "motion to postpone
action" received only nineteen votes, nine
oi wincn were itepubllcan votes. The
lease was then and there ratified, sixteen
votes in tho negative, eight of which wero
iiepuDiican ; and mo resolution at once re
turned to the Senate.

It will thus bo seen that the lease was
put throuch both Houses In three days:
aud that to do this the rules of both Houses
wero suspended, a motion to postpone ac
Hon was voted down in both Houses, and
the usual time to reconsider denied, where
as if this matter had taken tho regular
courso eight days would have been the very
Bhortest time, four davs In each House.

"Tho forcgoinji proof is taken from the
Journals of the two Houses, and those
Journals I think will bo believed as soon
as John C. Brown's word. At least I will
risk it.

To show that ten thousand dollars more
was ollered than O'Conner fc Loonev cave

tho State." Now when next the Governor
"rises to explain" will ho bo so kind as to
ten the people: 1st. Why. thoiiKh no
notice was given of the lease, yet Thos
O'Conner who lives at Knoxville, and It.
1'. Looney who lives at Memphis, two
men irom mo two extremes or the tstati
knew the Penitentiary was to bo leased
and 2d. Why the bid of Nowsom, Horton
& Co. was not accepted, they bidding :?iu,
000 more?

2d. As to Mr. O'Connor's note aud Its
statements.

The first statement Is "Mr. Gibson said
to mo that lie believed tho lease of tho
penitentiary-wa- s

the State."
I did say so, and I still say so ; but, mar

you. I did hot say this particular lease t
O'Conner and Looney was "the very best
thing for the State." Any person, unless
it be John C. Brown, can see tlio diller
encc. If I favored this particular lease,
why was I one oi three Senators who voted
atrainst it? The following extract from
the Senate Journal, pago 218, will show
my position.

".MINOIUTY JtWOIVT. .

"Mr. Si'i:AKi:it:
The undersigned, a minority of the Couv

mince on me I'eniteutiary, begs leave to
report as iouows :

"1st. He recommends that the peni-
tentiary be leased.

"2d. He recommends that the leaso of
O'Conner and Loonoy be ratified, with the
modification below, il no higher bid can
be obtained within twenty davs.

"3d. He recommends that the lease be so
modified as to prohibit the employment of
convict moor in any coal or other mine.

Hi:nky R. Giiison."
So you seo that while I believed in leas-In- tr

the Penitentiary. I desired that it be
leased to the highest bidder. What I com
plained of in my Knoxville speech was.
not that tho Penitentiary wjis leased, but
that it was not leased to the hitihest bid
dor, and that the public had no notice of
me intention to lease.

Tho second statement of Mr. O'Connor,
which includes tho balance of his note,
does mo injustice, not intentionally I hope.
I can easily see how anxious Mr. O'Con-
nor feels to get the Governor out of tho
mire. With him "ingratitude is treason!"
And I can readily understand why the
Governor cries out to O'Connor, "Help
me, Cassius, or I sink !" And what is
more to tho point, tho public will easily
see and readily understand this partner-
ship.

I know Mr. O'Connor lobbyed a great
deal with mo to persuade mo to vote for
the lease, aud it is probable that I uttered
some phrases which he fondly hoped
meant what he writes. I did say to him,
to rid myself of his importunity, that I
would make no speech against tho lease. I
alto said, that some of my constituents
were miners. But I hero and now most
positively deny that I ever favored tho res-
olution ratifying the lease; and I point to
my vote and my minority report in con-
firmation of what I say. And what is
moro T advised the Republican members in
the Houso to vote against tho lease. I al-

ways thought that whore a man voted
against a thing It was satisfactory proof
that ho was not In favor of It. I hope Mr.
O'Connor will not set to work to show
that tho messages of tho Governor urging
the lease aro all puro forgeries, and that
the protest of Spears, et ul, is not ou tho
House Journal, and that the intention to
leaso was duly advertised in tho papers,
and that Newsom, Hortou & Co., tlid not
bid $40,000, and that tho Governor knew
nothing of tho lease until tho Legislature
had satuied it. I hope the Governor will
not call ou Mr. O'Connor to do this.

3d. Gov. Brown says I havo "tho ef-
frontery to charge him and members of tho
Legislature with secretly sacrificing the in-
terests of tho State."

I havo this very "effrontery," I do
charge that the security made this lease;

Ami now in conclusion, l desire to reite
rate my Penitentiary charges against
Brown. 1st. The lease to O'Connor &

ooney was secretly; that Is to sav tho
public was not informed thattho Peniten-
tiary would bo leased.

2d. If it had been made known to the
world that tho penitentiary would bo
leased to tho highest bidder more than $30.- -
000 would havo been bid.

3d. The lease when made was hurried
through the Legislature, although delay
was asked, and a far higher bid was of-
fered.

4th. That in the lease tho riirhis of tho
people wero disregarded in theso two par-
ticulars, the public had no chance to bid,
and the State lost the benefit of a higher
uiu.

In Simnort of those elmrirns T onrn nrmln
refer to tho proof. Aud now I desire to ask
what answer Is It to mv charires. mv facts
and my figures, to get Mr. O'Connor to
say nun i um not vote my sentiments
when I voted against the lease? Whv
didn't O'Connor say there was no bargain
ana sate between him and Jirown .' Whv
didn't O'Connor say that tho leaso was
mauc in tne Jigut or day. Why didn't
O'Connor say how his keen nose happened
to smell out this lease? It won't do,
uovcrnor jsrown, to get iir. O'Connor
to fight your battles. Suppose I didn't
vote my sentiments, does that fact
prove all mv llcures false? The neonle
arc not so ignorant as you imagine
anu you cannot iiumuug them by such
laieo logic as that. And as the Governor
is making speeches every day, I desire
him to tell the people how It happened
that while the Inspectors of tho Peniten
tiary report a "prout" oi over ij'Ji.uou in
their management ot the i'eniteutiary
that tho Joint Legislative Committee re
port an "actual deficit" of over $30,000
during the very same period? showing a
discrepancy of over one hundred and thir-
ty thousand dollars! There is something
rotten here. Tho Inspectors and the Joint
Committee are all Democrats, and I sup-
pose belong, liko the Governor, to the
Greeley Reform Party. These honest iron
tlemen say that here is a difierenco of over
$130,000. Write to O'Connor, Governor,
perhaps he can explnin this, by showing
that Gibson talks one way nnd votes an
other. - - - - -- . r r , -

Homicide lu Anderson County.
From a gentleman just from tho sccno of tho

occurrence wo learn tho following particulars of
a tragic atl'air that took placo in tho neighbor-
hood of Robcrtsvillc, Anderson county, result-
ing in mortally wounding a mannamed Sam
Collins by a Mr. Davis :

Thotwomcnbad a difficulty tho day beforo
at a pasturo which belonged to Davis and a
brother-in-la-w of his by tho namo of Pcnko
They all had stock in tho field nnd it seems that
on account of having cither purchased a right to
graze his stock or something of tho kind, tha
Collins had an equal right with tho others. A-a- ll

events ho claimed tho right and was de-
termined to oxcrciso it and on Tuesday armed
himsolf with stones, it is said, for tho purpose of
resisting Davis, but n difficulty was averted.

On Wednesday morning Collins went to tho
pasturo Hold nnd commenced letting down tho
fonco preparatory to driving his stock In, when
Davis camo up and told him ho should not put
his stock in again. Ho had driven them out
previously onco before, butX'ollins persisted in
cringing tho animals there. Ho paid no

to Davis' warnintr. but went on lcttintr
down tho fonco, when Dnvis turned around and
went into his house, which was only a short dis-tan-

off, and camo out with a double-barrele- d

shot-gu- n which ho nimod nt Collins and emp-
tied both barrels in his body, one load entering
his breast and the other in his bowels.

Tlio wounded man was taken homo and was
alivo on Wednesday evening, though not ox- -

to recover. Ho was attended by Dr.
Eectei Sincknecht. But little oxcitoment was
manifested over tho tragedy. Collins was con- -,

sidered arathor looso character. Davis was a
very gontlemanly person, though of very high
temper whon aroused.
